Ford Departs 
On Trip to 
China 
WASHINGTON 
(AP> 
President Ford, setting off on 
the first leg of his trip to the 
Peoples Republic of China, 
said today he hopes to “foster 
mutual understanding,” but is 
promising the Chinese that “we 
will stand for out own views,” 
In brief remarks at Andrews 
Air Force 
Base, 
Ford 
ex­ 
pressed thanks that the United 
States is at peace in Asia and 
declared. “ 1 begin a mission to 
Asia to consolidate that peace. " 
More than 100 persons, in­ 
cluding dignitaries of the Chi­ 
nese liaison office and the em ­ 
bassies of Indonesia and the 
Philippines, turned out in the 
cold, clear weather to see the 
President off, Ford and Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger. both without coats on the 
windswept 
airfield, 
shook 
hands and talked with the of­ 
ficials before embarking on the 
trip 
As he departed on the first 
long flight of his 10-dav trip. 
Ford indirectly appeared to ac­ 
knowledge he does not expect 
the United States and China to 
see eye to eye on key issues. 
But he said “stability in Asia 
and 
international 
security 
benefit 
from 
the 
new 
relationship of mutual respect 
that we are developing." 
The President, accompanied 
by w ife Betty and daughter Su­ 
san, was bound first for F air­ 
banks. Alaska, and an 
in­ 
spection tour of an outlying 
construction site along the 
trans-Alaska oil pipeline. 
After an overnight stop in An­ 
chorage. they will leave for Pe­ 
king. arriving Monday after a 
brief refueling stop near Tokyo. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, a principal architect 
of the 1971 arrarigement that re­ 
established official contact 
between the United States and 
China. was flying with Ford. 


Referring to his scheduled 
stops in Indonesia and the Phil­ 
ippines, the President said. “As 
1 did last year on my visits to 
Japan and the Republic of 
Korea, I will reaffirm Amer­ 
ica's undiminished interest in 
the security and well-being of 
Asia. That vast region is vital to 
us and to the world.” 
In references to the four days 
he will spend in Peking next 
week. Ford said, “We will stand 
on our own views, as we always 
have. But we will seek — in the 
American tradition — to foster 
mutual undertanding.” 
In advance of the trip. U.S. 
officials said that “no spectacu­ 
lar announcements” should be 
expected from the Peking talks. 
But a senior American official, 
who declined to be identified, 
said the President’s confer­ 
ences could contribute to con­ 
tinued forward progress in nor­ 
malizing relations between the 
two countries. 
Any firm agreement on fur­ 
ther steps to settle American- 
Chinese differences over the 
status ot Taiwan were ruled 
out. 
The senior otticial said “it 
would be a most unusual occur­ 
rence” if Chairman Mao Tse- 
Tung failed to receive Ford in 
Peking, but said no meeting be­ 
tween the two leaders is sched­ 
uled. 
The official said Prem ier 
Chou en-Lai, who dealt most 
closely with resigned President 
Richard M. Nixon during his 
1972 visit to China, had been 
unable to meet foreign visitors 
since July. He said a FordChou 
meeting was unlikely although 
it was not ruled out. 
The official said most of 
Ford's dealings will be with 
Vice Prem ier Teng Hsiao-Ping, 
who is widely viewed as the 
acting day-to-day leader of the

WASHINGTON <AP) — The 
Senate .Judiciary Committee is 
expected to quickly schedule 
hearings on President Ford’s 
nomination of Judge John Paul 
Stevens of Chicago to fill the 
vacancy on the Supreme Court. 
Im m ediate reaction from 
committee members to the 
nomination of the 55-year-old 
judge was lim ited because 
many lawmakers said 
they 
knew nothing of Stevens' back­ 
ground , 
Ford, in announcing late Fri­ 
day his selection of Stevens as 
successor to retired Justice 
William O. Douglas, said Ste­ 
vens has had. an outstanding 
career in practicing and teach 
ing law as well as on the federal 
bench. 
Stevens appeared before re­ 
porters in Chicago shortly after 
the President announced the 
nomination. 
He 
refused 
all 
comment beyond reading a 
brief statement. 
“If the Senate finds my quali- 
dications acceptable. I will be­ 
gin the new assignment as ex- 
peditiously as possible and will 
do my utmost to discharge the 
responsibilities of the new of­ 
fice in a manner consistent with 
the tinest traditions of a great 
institution," Stevens said in his 
statement. 
“In all events. I will do ev­ 
erything in my power to render

conservative balance. Those 
who are familiar with Stevens’ 
decisions say he would most 
likely be a centrist justice who 
would swing most often to the 
conservative side 
“Judge Stevens is held in the 
highest esteem by his col­ 
leagues in the legai profession 
and the judiciary,’’ the Presi­ 
dent said. 
He called the nomination of a 
Supreme Court justice “one of 
the most important decisions a 
President has to make” and 
said that before making a se­ 
lection he sought “the views of 
a wide range of Americans in 
the legal profession and in both 
public and private life.” 
Ford had promised to consid­ 
er naming a woman to the post.

cago. said Stevens, 55, is “a 
first-rate lawyer and a most de­ 
sirable appointment “ 
Chicago attorney Albert Jen 
tier characterizes the trim 5- 
(oot-10, gray-haired Stevens as 
d moderate 


"He is not a strict construc­ 
tionist’’ of the Constitution, said 
Jenner, assistant counsel in the 
House Judiciary Committee's 
im peachm ent 
proceedings 
against former President Rich­ 
ard Nixon 
However, said Jenner, Ste­ 
vens is “not an activist,” ei­ 
ther. 
The first US. Supreme Court 
nominee of the Ford adminis­ 
tration is a Chicago native who 
rarely ventured from the Chi­ 
cago area during a prestigious 
legal career 


He was graduated in 1941 
from the University of Chicago, 
where he was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa He served in the 
U S Navy from 1942-1945, then 
attended Northwestern Univer­ 
sity law school and was gradu­ 
ated magna cum laude in 1947. 
He was first in his law class and 
edited the law review. 
Stevens spent only four years 
away from Chicago. He went to 
Washington in 1948 as a law 


clerk to Supreme Court Justice 
Wiley Rutlege. loiter he was 
named an associate counsel of a 
U S. House subcommittee. 
He returned to Chicago in 
1952 to enter private practice 
with the law firm of Rothschild, 
Stevens. Barry and Myers. 
Stevens 
lectured 
at 
the 
Northwestern and University of 
Chicago 
law 
schools. 
The 
University of Chicago's law 
school dean while Stevens 
served 
on 
the faculty 
was 
Edward Levi, now U.S. at­ 
torney general. 
From 1953 to 1955, Stevens 
served on the US. attorney 
general’s national committee to 
study antitrust laws. 
He was appointed in 1970 by 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon to the 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago. 
Stevens is a Republican. But 
**he s not a political animal,” 
says a close friend. 
Professor Kurland said that 
as for his judicial decisions, 
Stevens “attempts to justify his 
conclusions by reason.” The 
nomination “was a complete 
surprise,” said Stevens’ wife 
Betty, 55 Mrs. Stevens said the 
only word they had of Ford’s 
consideration was “the list (of 
possible appointees) that was 
published in the newspaper." 
She and Stevens, her child­ 
hood sweetheart, were married 
in 1942 in Washington, where 
Stevens was stationed during 
World War II. 
Two of the Stevens’ four chil­ 
dren live at home in Burr 
Ridge, a suburb west of Chi­ 
cago. The Stevens’ children are 
John. 26. Kathryn, 25. Eliza­ 
beth, 14, and Susan, 12. 
Stevens is a member of the 
Chicago family that once oper­ 
ated the Stevens Hotel, now the 
Conrad Hilton, and now owns 
the LaSalle Hotel.

Some $2,200 worth of records 
Were tossed into a bonfire this 
v eek after church officials la­ 
beled the music immoral. 
The Rev. Charles Boykin, as­ 
sociate pastor and youth direc­ 
tor at the Lakewood Baptist 
Church, said he had seen statis­ 
tics which showed “of 1,000 
girls who became pregnant out 
of w edlock, 984 com m itted 
fornication while rock music 
was being played.” 


He said he could not remem­ 
ber the source of the statistics. 
Boykin said Friday the main 
thing wrong with rock music is 
its sensual beat. 


“There's a rhythm to our 
bodies and when we hear music 
with a sim ilar rhythm we re­ 
spond to that beat. Too much of 
this can affect you in the wrong 
w ay,” he said, adding that even 
some gospel music can lead 
youths astray. 


“There s 
bad 
m usic 
all 
around us It’s not only rock 
music. Even gospel rock has 
that beat,” he said 
At a Wednesday night bon­ 
fire, conducted after prayer 
services at 
the independent 
Baptist church, teen-age m em ­ 
bers of the church were asked 
to bring Top 40 records which 
they 
felt 
unleashed 
unre­ 
strained carnal appetites. 
“Teen-agers in the church 
felt 
they 
couldn’t give 
the 
records a w a y ,’’Boykin said. 
“As one of them put it, ‘That 
would 
be 
like 
giving 
dope 
aw ay.’” 
Boykin, who had preached a 
Pa-hour sermon on the topic, 
said he was gratified by the re­ 
sponse of the church's young 
members 
“I’ve asked young people 
what they like about that type 
of music and they always tell 
me the sam e thing 
Because it 
feels good.’ That's all they will 
say,” he said. 
Boykin hopes to expand the 
crusade 
to 
other 
churches. 
“During the days ahead, we 
Americans need to be listening 
to more patriotic music,” he 
said. 
Snowstorm Strands 22

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Rescue operations were ham­ 
pered by poor visibility. 
Heavy snow warnings were 
posted over much of Wyoming, 
western and central Colorado 
and north-central and western 
New Mexico.

U.S. Commission 
Sabotage Possible 
Of Nuclear Plants 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ter­ 
rorists, foreign agents and or­ 
ganized crime 
figures 
theo­ 
retically are capable of attack­ 
ing nuclear power plants and 
releasing deadly radioactivity 
or 
stealing 
weapon 
com ­ 
ponents, according to a report 
prepared 
for 
the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission 
Publicity 
about U.S. 
in­ 
telligence operations has en­ 
hanced the capability of the So­ 
viet bloc “to conduct sabotage 
operations against licensed nu­ 
clear facilities ...,” the report 
warned. 
It was prepared by a panel of 
10 persons familiar with terror­ 
ism or nuclear activity and as­ 
sembled by the Mitre Corp., a 
research organization with of­ 
fices near Washington. 
The report recommends that 
the commission, which licenses 
atomic operations, take steps to 
increase the security of nuclear 
facilities. 
It said such groups as the 
Irish Republican Army, Pale­ 
stinian 
guerrillas, 
or 
Latin 
Am erican 
revolutionaries 
might sabotage a nuclear plant 
as vengeance or take control of 
a plant, holding it “hostage to 
destruction unless certain de­ 
mands were met." 
'The acquisition of special 
nuclear materials by a terrorist 
group would give it a power of 
blackmail over the world at 
large, and the United States in 
particular, without precedent,” 


the report said. 
It said that members of or­ 
ganized crime groups also have 
shown the ability to carry out 
the “patient, methodical work” 
needed to penetrate seemingly 
secure facilities. T errorists, 
foreign nations and organized 
crime elements might work to­ 
gether to sabotage a nuclear 
operation, it said 
The study also warned that 
the 
intelligence 
network 
of 
China should not be under­ 
estimated 
regarding 
nuclear 
plants. 
“It 
is 
possible that 
China will become a much 
more serious threat to licensed 
nuclear facilities within 
the 
next 5 or 10 years,“ it said. 
Listing [joints in the nuclear 
chain that are susceptible to 
sabotage, the report said “sig­ 
nificant radioactivity" could be 
released during fuel reprocess­ 
ing, waste storage or trans­ 
portation of nuclear wastes. 
It said plutonium could be 
stolen, diverted or 
released 
during transport, storage, repr­ 
ocessing or while in use at nu­ 
clear plants. 
It warned the commission 
that would-be saboteurs would 
attempt to learn as much as 
possible about a plant’s engi­ 
neering and security details; 
would attempt to recruit an ac­ 
complice on the security force, 
and might attempt to kidnap an 
employe or a member of an 
employe’s family to force coop­ 
eration.

S A L L E Y , S.C. (AP) - The 
odor of chitlins wafted over Sal­ 
ley today as residents prepared 
to serve 20,000 to 25,000 visitors 
expected to show up for the 10th 
annual Chitlin Strut. 
What do chitlins smell like? 
“They smell like they sound - 
kind of rough,” says Terry 
McMillan, who is responsible 
for preparation of 6,000 pounds 
of the hog intestines. 
Does that mean bad? “If you 
can 
think 
of anything 
that 
smells so bad that it would take 
about a week for it to wearv 
away, then it’s that bad,” he 
said. 
That bad, huh? “It’s a good 
thing you can’t smell over the 
telephone,” he told an inter- 
viwer. 
The first time Salley, popu­ 
lation 570, held the Chitlin Strut, 
only about 500 persons turned 
out Last year more than 20,000 
came Proceeds from the strut 
benefit fire fighting and other 
town activities. 
The Chitlin Strut includes a 
parade with U.S. Rep. Butler 
Derrick, D-S.C , as grand mar­ 
shal , a speech by Thomas Kline 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, and a night of 
country music. 


McMillan says he doesn't re­ 
member how long he lias been 
cooking the chitlins. The recipe, 
he says, calls for boiling hog in­ 
testines until they are tender, 
slicing them into srips three or 
‘our inches long, and then fry­ 
ing them in flour. Toss in a little 
salt and pepper 
The taste must be worth pul­ 
ling up with the odor because 
McMillan says folks come from 
all over. 


McMillan, who began 
the 
cooking Thursday, is chef for 
the annual event because “ I 
just sorta enjoy cooking ” Oth­ 
ers direct the parade or the 
m usical entertainm ent, but 
he’d rather cook the chitlins, 
odor or not. 


He regrets he could only get 
*>,000 pounds this year. “ 1 had 
hoped we would have at least 
10.000 pounds, but we couldn't 
quite get them 
“In other years we just lioiled 
cm on Friday, but with this 
amount we liad to start early.” 


A caterer will bring 4,000 
pounds of tried chicken and 
about the same amount of bar­ 
becued pork, Despite all the 
lood, Mayor Jack Able says the 
CiuUiti Strut always sells out.

authority should be abolished. 
Shoemaker, a Franklin Coun­ 
ty Common Pleas Court judge, 
lired off a blistering response to

recommendation 
by Ohio 
Adult Parole Authority Proba­ 
tion Supt J. H. Calhoun to con­ 
sider probation more often in 
handing down sentences 
Shoemaker told Calhoun the 
parole hoard's ideas for low­ 
ering the state's prison popu­ 
lation are “great—for the crim­ 
inals.” 
Shoemaker said the parole 
authority favors criminals over 
victims and is too lenient with 
repeat offenders 
by 
putting 
them on 
parole again 
and 
again, 
Calhoun s letter pointed out 
some alternatives 
to prison 
s e n t e n c e s , 
p a r t ic u la r ly 
stressing probation in cases of 
nonviolent crimes. The same 
letter went to other judges 
around the state. 
Calhoun’s letter cited an 
Am erican 
Bar

today

gunmen of the Irish Republican 
Army killed Ross McWhirter, 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records editor, “ in retaliation 
for the brutal treatment” of 
IRA prisoners in English jails. 
In the call to the British Press 
Association, the man also said 
the IRA was responsible for 
"the 15 bomb attacks over the 
last three months ... in re­ 
taliation for action by British 
troops against the Irish minor­ 
ity" in Northern Ireland. The 
bombs have killed eight people 
and wounded scores of others in 
London. 


McWhirter, 50, who had of­ 
fered a reward ol $100,000 for 
I he capture of 
the

bombers, 
was 
shot on 
the 
doorstep of his north London 
home Thursday night. Police 
are engaged in a nationwide 
manhunt for two men described 
as between 25 and :io.

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Entire Staff Dismissed 
New York Lottery 
System To Be 
Revamped 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) 
The 
entire staff of the state’s lottery 
system has been disbanded in 
the wake of a report citing 
“ needless opportunités for 
fraud,” lax security and a vari­ 
ety of serious problems. 
Gov. Hugh Carey, who sus­ 
pended lottery operations Oct. 
22, said he wiil replace the cur­ 
rent 
lottery staff with 
new 
peopje. He said a special team 
headed by outside experts will 
revamp the lottery, but he gave 
no date as to when it would re­ 
sume. 
The lottery had generated 
about $20 million in revenues 
lor the state this fiscal year be­ 
fore Carey 
suspended 
oper­ 
ations following disclosures 
that hundreds of thousands of 
tickets with duplicate numbers 
had 
been 
printed 
and 
distributed for a special $1.4 
million drawing on Oct. 31. 
That revelation came shortly 
after lottery officials acknowl­ 
edged that no winners had been 
picked for some weekly $250,000 
drawings because numbers 
from unsold tickets were put 
into the pool from which win­ 
ners were drawn. 
Carey said Friday he was fir­ 
ing or reassigning to other state 
agencies all 318 lottery division 
staffers, including its $30.000-a- 
year director, Jerry 
Bruno, 
who was given the lottery post 
in April after playing a key role 
in Carey’s 1974 gubernatorial 
campaign. 
Bruno, 49, a well-known cam ­ 
paign advance man who began 
his political career with the 
presidential campaign of the 


late John F. Kennedy, said he 
was being made a “sacrificial 
lamb.” 
* 
Carey announced the lottery 
overhaul on the recommenda­ 
tion of an independent manage­ 
ment-consulting firm he hired 
after 
freezing 
lottery 
oper­ 
ations. 
The firm, Arthur D. Little, 
Inc., of Boston, Mass., “con­ 
cluded that an overhaul was 
necessary to restore the secur­ 
ity of the lottery and the pub­ 
lic’s confidence in the games." 
The Little report found “a va­ 
riety of problems of a very 
serious nature.” In particular, 
it noted that the responsibility 
for computer programming lay 
not with the lottery division, but 
with 
the 
state 
racing 
and 
wagering board. 
The error which led to the 
printing of diiplicate-numbered 
tickets for the October drawing 
was made by a computer pro­ 
grammer employed 
by 
the 
board, the report said. 
The Little report said there 
was no system of controls or 
procedures to protect against 
such an error. 
Although it found no evidence 
of fraud, the firm also said 
“ needless opportunities for 
fraud existed during the run­ 
ning of the programs.” 
The lottery began in 1967, 
with supporters predicting it 
would raise $300 million a year 
for state education needs. It 
never produced more than $53.3 
milllion, with some of money 
going into the state’s general 
fund rather than directly to 
education. 
6 Are Held In Illegal

Sheriff Brad*Leach said after 
the arrests that it appeared the 
investigation 
had 
uncovered 
“an outward, w ell-planned, 
illegal, 
commercial

of 
treecutting activity. * We’re 
dealing with several thousand 
trees, and from investigations 
to this point it looks as if people 
were hired to do that under the 
guise 
of 
a # com m ercial 
operation which didn’t have a 
permit.” . 
Sheriff's deputies impounded 
five trucks, including a semi- 
tractor flatbed, in the raids. Of­ 
ficers said the persons taken 
into custody also were using 
snow mobiles to haul trees out of 
the woods. 
A spokesman for the sheriff ’s 
department identified the five 
men as Mick Sterling.

.WASHINGTON 1A P 1 - The 
names of 207 doctors who re­ 
ceived $100.000 or more for 
treating Medicaid patients in 
1974 have been released by the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and vVelfare. 
Twenty-eight physicians re­ 
ceived more than $200,000, four 
of them taking in more than 
$300,000, according to the HEW 
list released Friday. 
Dr. William A. Treibelof New 
York was reported by HEW to 
have received $451,156. Last 
month he denied receiving that 
amount, but he would offer no 
ligure of his own. 
It was the first public dis­ 
closure of just w ho was reaping 
windlall receipts from the pub­ 
lic health care program.

A Trip Into Nostalgia 


‘T h a t's E ntertainm ent." the movie depicting 
the golden era of Hollywood m usicals shown on 
CBS Television Tuesdiay night, left us with at 
least two key impressions : 
It was just what the name implies, glorious 
entertainm ent, and it was a wonderful trip into 
nostalgia for anyone over 50 
CBS perform ed a real service in getting the 
film on television so relatively soon after its 
theater run It was released only last year. 
A few hundred thousand saw the movie at the 
theaters while many millions had that op­ 
portunity Tuesday night If the response to the 
TV showing proves as favorable as we think it 
will be, we have a hunch "T hat’s E nter­ 
tainm ent 
will be repeated before many more 
m onths have elapsed 
\S .\11CH AS anything else the presentation 
w as a convincing dem onstration, to us at least, of 
w hat’s wrong with movies today in contrast to 
their heyday in the 1930s and 194<)s. 
In those years movies, for the most part, were 
designed as escapist fare — to help people forget 
the G reat* Depression. 
World 
War 
II 
and 
w hatever 
whether they were musicals, ad ­ 
venture stories, m ysteries or drawing room 
comedies. 
When you walked into a theater you were 
pretty well assured particularly if you were 
generally fam iliar with the stars and'the story­ 
line, that the experience would be "fun.” 
In virtually all cases the story moved along to 
a happy conclusion, with the hero "getting" the 
girl and living happily ever after. 
We have no particular expertise in trying to 
explain why movies went downhill so rapidlv 
starting in the late 1940s and early 1950s although 
certain factors are quite evident. 
The advent of television as a household 
commodity obviously was the chief body blow 
dealt the movies, resulting in countless theater 
closings. 
x 
Also, swiftly mounting costs m ade massive 
m usicals and "spectacles” involving casts of 
thousands decidedly risky if not completely 
unfeasible economically. 
In battling to survive, however, it seem s to us 
the movie industry w ent way too far in trving to 
attract custom ers through the "shock treat­ 
m ent” — whether in violence, pornography or 
sw earing 
Some people prominent in the entertainm ent 
industry applauded the relaxation of codes and 
the trend toward more "realism .” There’s a 
degree of m erit in that approach but the trouble 
is the “ realism " in many cases has been badly 
overdraw n and in others it has been so sordid, 
even though plausible, as to be revulsive to m any 
potential theater patrons. 
Our observation may stem in large part from 
wishful thinking but we seem to sense that the 
depths m av have been reached in what is 


depicted on the screen and more "good" movies 
are appearing 
although not vet in big num ­ 
bers. 
# 
THERE WERE 
elem ents of sadness in 
T h at's E ntertainm ent.” Some of the most 
m agnetic stars whown. Clark Gable and Judy 
Garland among them, are dead. And the year’s 
are taking their toll on Fred Astaire (76),’ Bing 
Crosby <72) and even Frank Sinatra <58) and 
Mickey Rooney, (53). 
Also, the film was a rem inder that the aura of 
grandeur, m ystery and adoration that once 
surrounded movie stars is a thing of the past. 
Some will not mourn its departure on the 
grounds that it was juvenile and silly. 
Vet the movie star syndrom e was another 
escapist feature that helpeed people face up to 
their real-life problems and preserve their 
sanity. 
I here s just a chance suicide prevention 
centers and drug abuse agencies wouldn’t be so 
busy if "T hat’s E ntertainm ent" were a por­ 
trayal of today s films rather than a rem inder of 
A m erica’s love affair with the movies 30 or 40 
years ago.

WASHINGTON - <NEA) - 
The 
high-flying 
D om estic 
Council, peopled prim arily with 
cabinet officers and agency 
beads, and staffed with the 
cream of the bureaucracy and 
outside civilians, was set up a 
few years back to advise the 
P re sid e n t on those cru c ial 
d o m estic 
problem s

harass us daily.

One such proposal is backed, 
sort of, by the Domestic Coun­ 
cil The council was able to 
make this 
middle-of-the road 
decision after insisting that the 
proposal to set up the science 
ad v iso r and staff was so 
phrased, as one member of the 
staff put it, to offend nobody 
. . 
because there would be 
ro th in g anyone could take 
exception to. 
The objective here, too, I am 
told on the best authority, is to 
find a scientist nol committed 
to any viewpoint.

hub of activity, is the sam e 
building used as a model rail­ 
road station at the Chicago 
World’s F air back in 1893.

TWing Brooks, a Salem 
native who w as then a vice 
Dresident of the railroad, was 


instrum ental . in 
having 
the 
s tru c tu re 
d ism an tled 
and 
brought to Salem. Each stone 
was numbered and shipped to 
Salem for reconstruction on the 
present site. 
The first train to reach Salem 
was in M arch of 1852 after the 
formation of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh Railroad Co., rec­ 
ords show 
Salem 's elevation was too 
high for the canals which were 
popular in those days as a mode 
of transportation for com merce 
and industry. Salem founder 
Zadock S tre et an d Sam uel 
Chessman were on the board of 
directors. 


They resigned wfjen the com ­ 
pany decided to bypass Salem 
and favor a more direct route 
from Wellsville to Salineville, 
to Alliance and Cleveland. As a 
result. Street and Chessman 
w ere su ccessfu l in joining 
others to have a m ajor rail line 
built from Pittsburgh to Ro­ 
chester, Pa., to Salem and on to 
Alliance. Canton. W’oos»er and 
Mansfield Those lines, since 
expanded, are still in use today, 
but with the only passenger pa 
tronage being on the Amtrak 
trains which stop in Canton.

WASHINGTON - Now that 
the dust has settled from the 
great CIA report, perhaps a 
couple of sober questions may 
be asked Was this particular 
report in the national interest? 
Is tyrannicide ever morally 
justified? 
I would answ er the first ques­ 
tion, no, and the second ques­ 
tion, uncertainly, yes; but on 
these issues there is abundant 
room for reasonably minded 
men to disagree. The’questions 
defy easy answers. 
Consider, first, the report 
itself 
It is described by the 
Senate Intelligence Com mittee, 
w ith em phasis, as an INTERIM 
report. The implication is that 
other findings on other a t­ 
tem pted assassinations are yet 
to come. The com m ittee’s con­ 
clusions. tentative as th£y are, 
are something less than final. 
What compelling necessity, we 
may inquire, dem anded release 
of such an INTERIM report? I 
know of none. 
Even as an interim report, 
the com m ittee’s 
conclusions 
are rem arkably inconclusive. 
Descriptive words recur: un­ 
c e rta in , incom plete, insuffi­ 
cient, doubtful, speculative, un­ 
clear, conflicting. The com m it­ 
tee studied our governm ent’s 
role as to five men: Lumumba 
in the Congo, Castro in Cuba,

THE FINDINGS 
boil down 
to this: In two of the cases (Lu­ 
mum ba and C astro), assassi­ 
nation proposals went beyond 
m ere discussion and reached a 
stage of specific planning. In 
the other three cases, there was 
talk only. In none of the five 
cases did CIA agents m ake an 
actual attem pt. There 
is a 
“reasonable 
inference” 
that 
E isen h o w er 
au th o rized 
an 
assassination effort as to Lu­ 
m um ba, but the inference .. 
offset hy evidence to the con 
trary. Other presidents are 
cleared. 
T hat is the sum total of 8,000 
pages of testim ony, thousands 
•of hours of work by staff m em ­ 
bers, and 347 pages of an in­ 
terim report. What a mountain 
of labor, one is minded to ob­ 
serve, to produce so sm all a 
churchm ouse. For these un­ 
certain. incomplete, and incon­ 
clusive conclusions, what price 
must be paid? 
The committee* report pro­ 
vides a rich meal for A m erica’s 
detractors to feed on. By reason 
of this publication, the CIA’s 
vital task will be m ade more 
difficult; the intelligence ser> 
ices of friendly nations will 
think twice about cooperating 
in the future.

Baker, "that on balance the 
likelihood that presidents knew 
of the assassination plots is 
greater than the likelihood that 
they did not."

BI T IS THERE NO case - 
no case whatever — in which 
tyrannicide could be justified? 
If it had been possible to a r­ 
range the m urder of Hitler in, 
say, 1938, and thus to have 
a v e rte d the fearfu l co n se­ 
quences of his m adness, would 
this have been a m oral act? My 
own feeling is that in the darv 
gerous world we live in. our 
leaders must occasionally think 
unthinkable thoughts; and in

W ASHINGTON - (NEA) 
Something is radically wrong 
with our foreign aid program . 
The objective in many -*- 
perhaps most — cases is to 
enable independent countries to 
hold on to their independence, 
and to subtly encourage those 
internal changes which make 
for better lives for the people of 
those lands These objectives 
holster U.S. security in that 
they help foster a more stable 
world and 
help ensure the 
p o litic a l-e c o n o m ic -m ilita ry 
balance is not hopelessly tilted 
toward the totalitarian states. 
We succeeded in these aim s 
rem arkably well in the original 
M arshall Plan for the recovery 
erf W estern Europe. But we 
have since done poorly in other 
areas of the world. 
MOST 
RECENT 
invasions 
and totalitarian takeovers have 
been Invited by internal in­ 
stabilities — or by economic 
conditions and g o vernm ent 
com petency degenerating 
so 
steadily that citizens lost hope. 
Or they have been triggered by 
some group in the area with a 
long history of suffering. 
Though 
the 
Israeli-A rab 
conflict is of a different type, 
h ere ag a in the in stab ility , 
economic poverty and lack of 
hope w ithin 
the sc a tte re d 
Palestinian com munities has 
been an age-long sort4 w hich led 
to terrorism and exacerbated 
the tensions between Jew s and 
Arabs. 
Having covered foreign aid in 
detail since the original M ar­ 
shall Plan. I have been su r­ 
prised and shocked that in the 
countries we aided in recent 
vears, w e have spent far too 
little 
in 
technological 
a s ­ 
sistance for im provem ents in 
g o v ern m en t, ed u catio n and 
economic grow th for the citizen 
and far too much im provising 
or sellin g arm s — w hich 
frequently m ade even more 
weapons essential in the end if' 
the country being assisted was 
to 1m* saved 
E ven 
w here 
im proved 
defenses are needed, w hat's 
required to nip conflict in the 
bud, more often than not, is an 
im proved police force and 
co n stab u lary . T hat includes 
improved 
techniques, 
equip­ 
m ent. org an izatio n an d a t­ 
titude. The inefficient, blun­ 
dering. 
strong-arm ing police 
system s in many of the coun­ 
tries which require assistance 
a re an open invitation to 
rebellion. 
DESPITE T ills logic, our 
cutbacks in foreign security 
a ssista n c e 
have 
focused 
heavily in our police technical 
training program s. Step by step 
we have elim in a te d them 
completely. 
A relatively smalt am ount of 
p e rsiste n t, highly selectiv e 
political 
and 
econom ic

technical assistance to South 
Vietnam in the 12-year period 
before we becam e fatally in­ 
volved, would have been more

graphic conservation depart­ 
ment of It. R Donnelly & Sons 
Co., Chicago, 111 He and mem­ 
bers of his stall have worked 
the "m agic" of preservation 
and restoration techniques on 
Coverdale Bibles, a collection 
of Helen Keller letters written 
when she was a child, several 
copies ol the Declaration of in 
dependence and the original 
deposition by Paul Revere 
about his ride to Lexington 
" It ’s awesorhe to think that 
our hands will probably be the 
last to handle these papers," ho 
said. 
Although 
he 
is 
not 
a 
bibliophile much of the depart­ 
ment's work is with books and. 
he said, "a lot of our work has 
to be done because earlier work 
has been badly 
done." 
He 
added that there is seemingly 
no limit to the ingenuity people 
use for home repair of books — 
scotch tape, masking tape, fa­ 
cial tissue and white glue, even 
epoxy. 
Professional repair or res­ 
toration of a book is expensive. 
You must consider that "value 
has two faces — personal and 
market," he said, before you 
order a $300 or $400 repair job, 
"Book repair is a rare art We 
don't have that many people 
who do it." 
If you do decide to have your 
book repaired professionally, 
most reputable book stores w ill 
give you the name of a good re- 
[>air firm fie advised that you 
check examples of what a shop 
can do so that you know the 
quality of work and what you 
will bo paying for. “ You should 
get an estimate of the cost, 
too." he added 
It professional repair is not 
advisable, there are other 
alternatives. He recommends a 
book. "Cleaning and Preserv­ 
ing Bindings and Related Mate­ 
rials ' by Carolyn Horton. This 
book is published by the Amer­ 
ican Library Assoc, and can be 
found at the pubhc library If 
not. you can order the paper­ 
back edition from the ALA . 5b 
E. Huron St.. Chicago. 
111. 
60611. 


Paper quality in an old book 
w ill vary greatly. There was no 
such thing as quality control in 
manufacturing 
paper, 
he 
pointed out . That's why you w ill 
find some pages that are badly 
aged and others that are free of 
blemish. 
Ideally, books should be kept 
at a temperature of 70 degrees 
and at 4b per cent humidity. 
Wooden shelves 
are 
more 
stable than metal, he said, and 
added that in the case of a tire, 
the heat will 
buckle 
metal 
shelves dumping the books. He 
also suggests that old books not 
be given to children. 
Wiest is the owner and 
operator of a private press, the 
Bark River Press, and is the 
author of several private Rress 
books. He coauthored 
three 
early readers with his wife, a 
professional watercolorist.

Diabetic needs 
to lose weight 


By I*awrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
borderline diabetic. 52 years 
old. 5 feet 4 inches tall, and 
weigh about 134 pounds The 
doctor wants me to get down 
to 130 
The latest glucose 
reading, without medication, 
on a restricted diet in the 
hospital was 143. Now I am on 
a 2000 calorie diet and find 
that I am so stuffed 1 got per­ 
mission to cut down but to 
keep the diet balanced With 
an 
underactive 
thyroid 
wouldn’t this be one reason I 
find losing weight so hard? I 
take 1 mg of Svnthyroid daily. 
DEAR R EA D ER - Your 
doctor is very wise in helping 
you to lose weight Many mild 
diabetics can be controlled by 
diet alone, and that usually 
means eliminating any excess 
obesity and keeping the fat off 
thereafter 
Unfortunately. 2000 calories 
a day is too much for many 
women 
You can have a 
balanced diet and get down to 
1200 calories a day. if you need 
to, in order to lose weight. 
Send in 50 cents for The

ing. Then take the diet to your 
doctor, and be sure he agrees 
that you can be on it 
I would like to add a word of 
caution 
Diabetics should 
never go on a diet without 
their doctor s permission. 
That is especially true if the 
diabetic is taking insulin or 
medicine to lower the blood 
glucose. The insulin re­ 
quirements are balanced 
against the amount of food 
you eat. If you cut down on 
your food you usually need to 
cut down on your insulin. 


A borderline diabetic not on 
medicine does not have this 
problem. 
A similar situation exists 
regarding exercise, but is 
more often neglected. Exer­ 
cise burns up calories and 
lowers blood sugar. Unusual 
exercise may decrease the in­ 
sulin requirements or in­ 
crease the food requirements 
to avoid an insulin reaction. A 
diabetic needs to live a fairly 
regulated life if he is to use a 
regular, constant amount of 
medicine for his blood sugar. 
A regular exercise program 
will help you with your diet 
program. The whole idea is to 
have a daily negative balance 
of calories, in other words to 
spend more than you take in — 
deficit spending, if you will. 
There are two sides to the coin 
on doing that. One is to limit 
your calorie intake, and the 
other is to increase your 
calorie use, andj exercise 
helps with the latter. 
A low thyroid function will 
decrease the amount of 
calories that your body will 
use at rest. This will make los­ 
ing weight more difficult. For 
other readers I hasten to add 
that many people who are 
overweight have normal 
thyroids and that is usually 
not the problem.! 
When you take thyroid 
medicine it will; supplement 
the amount of thyroid hor­ 
mone formed by your own 
gland.* If you are taking 
enough then you should really 
have normal thyroid function. 
Incidentally, excess thyroid 
hormone can lead to elevated 
blood sugar levels, so can a 
variety of medicines, in­ 
cluding diuretics used to 
e lim in a te flu id 
before 
menstrual periods and in 
treatm ent of bigh blood 
pressure or for any fluid 
retention problem.
